Follows Paris. 


HOLDS THEY EXCEL MEN.

Calls Women More Efficient. 

He expressed confidence that the innovation 
will eliminate many of the objections to the 
man driven cars. Among these are: 

Impertinence to customers. 

Overcharging for their own benefit. 

Recklessaness and fast driving. 

Inattention to the company’s interests. 

“ Weare having a hard time with auto driv- 
ers,“ sald Mr. Hertz. We are not going to 
employ women entirely. All of the night 
driving will still be done by men. But our 
idea is to station women at the big depart- 


ment stores and hotels where the majority 


of customers are women.” 


First Chauffeuse Almost Ready. 


Mise Sullivan said she could hardly wait 
until she was a licensed chauffeur. 


This line of work is something new for 


women in this country, but it will become 
common within a few years,“ she said. 
“ Twenty per cent of the taxicab drivers in 
Paris are women. It is a fine, healthy out- 
door life.

TAFT WINS 83 TO 7 


As Ham Districts Ballots Are Not 
Sent to Polling Places; 
Roosevelt Ignored. 


WIDESPREAD FRAUD CHARGED 


New York, March 27.—2 a. m—[Special.]— 
The presidential primaries resulted in Taft 
„ capturing " elghty-three of the ninety dele- 
gates who will represent the state at the Re- 
publican national convention. 

The result, according to the managers of the 
Roosevelt campaign, was accomplished by 
every kind of trick known to political science, 

Thousands of voters were virtually disfran- 
chised, and so malodorous a situation exists 
that Gov. Dix will be asked to declare the 
election illegal and to call another election. 
This confusion was due to the failure of the 
printer or the board of elections to deliver 
ballots. The Roosevelt men claim thts was 
done deliberately, 

No Ballots in Many Districts. 

Virtually nowhere in the entire city were 
there sufficient ballots for all the voters to 
use, and in a large number of election dis- 
tricts no ballots at all had beer received 
when the polls closed as prescribed by law 
at 9 o'clock. 

In the Fifteenth essembly district in Brook- 
un not.a Republican vote was cast owing to 
the nonarrival of ballota 

Shortly after midnight Judge C. H. Duell, 
chairman of the Roosevelt city committee, 
gave out the following: 

“The primary election in this city today 
was not only a farce, but goes beyond that 
and is an insult to the voters @f the city, 
Democrats and Republicuns alike. There 
was not only a complete breaking down of 
the voting machinery, deliberate or other- 
wise, but the ousting of honest election in- 
spectors, the use of ‘ repeaters,’ and the de- 
nial of police protection, all went toward de- 
feating any real expression of opinion by 
the voters. : 

„Raw Work Is General. 

“In many of the assembly districts the bal- 
lots at the Republican polling places were 
not received until late in the afternoom, and 
in quite a number of election districts in 
various assembly districts the ballots were 


not received until 8:30 o'clock, 
“In gome of the election districts of the 


Twenty-seventh assembly district the bai- 
lots were not received until after 7 p. m., and 
when dellvered no names appeared in the 
Roosevelt column. The names of Mr. 
Greiner's adherents in that district were 
entirely omitted, though he had been al- 
lowed a separate column and an emblem. 

“In the Seventh assembly district, 
which Mr. Halpin is the organization leader, 
though a Roosevelt man, every inspector 
was removed on order of County Chairman 
Koenig. In four election districts the bal- 
lots did not arrive until 6:800’clock, Despite 
this fact Mr. Halpin secured a majority of 


the votes. 
Same Way in Brooklyn. 

“From Staten Island and Brooklyn the 
same reports of nonarrival of ballota come 
to us. At no place on Staten island were the 
ballots received before 5 p' m., and in halt 
the districts no ballots wert received at all 
up to 8 p. m. The organization evidently 
understood that this situation would exist, 
for they came to the polls with ballots hav- 
ing the names of the national delegates 
typewritten, 

“Tt is too early for me to say what the 
results of these alleged primaries have been 
so far as affecting the election of delegates; 
but t the Roosevelt delegates win in the 
face of this, it will show that with an honest, 
fair election the Roosevelt candidates would 
have ewept the county. Gov. Dix should be 
called upon to convene the legislature in 
special session for the purpose of passing a 
presidential primary law. so that there may 
be an honest expression of the wishes of the 
voters of the state as to whom delegates 
shall support in both national conventions. 
In po surer way could Gov. Dix meet the 
wishes of the people” 

Colonel Calls It Scandalous.

THREE KILLED IN 
ROCK ISLAND RIOT 


When Police Fire on Mob 
Which Attacks the 
Station. 


DENEEN SENDS IN TROOPS. 


Clash Comes After Several. Days 
of Violence Caused by Fight 
of Mayor and Newspa- 
per Editor. 


Rock Island, HI., March 26.—[{Special.}— 
Three men were killed and nine wounded 
tonight when the local police, on orders from 
Mayor Schriver, fired into a mob which had 
stormed the local police station. 

The deaths were the climax of rioting, 
which has terrorized the city for the last 
two days. 

_ The nine wounded men were taken to the 
hospital, where it is said their — are 
not ‘serious. 

As soon as Mayor Schriver saw there was 
no chance to disperse the mob without seri- 
ous clashes he called on Sheriff Bruner for 
aid. 

Troops Sent by Governor. 

The county official swore in as meny 
deputies as possible and wired Gov. Deneen 
to send troops. The governor said two com- 
panies would reach this city tomorrow moru- 
ing. 

In the meantime, the loca] company of mili- 
tla and one from Moline are guarding the 
city under orders of the eheriff until further 
instructions are received from the governor. 

The rioting started at about 11 o'clock, 
after several opponents of the city adminis- 
tration had aroused the crowd with bitter 
attacks on the mayor and city officials. Stfil 
resenting the treatment accorded them last 
night, when the fire department was called 
out to disperse the crowds, members of the 
mob jeered the police and refused to dis- 
perse when called upon to do 80. 


Mob Attacks Police Station. 

Several arrests had been made earlier in 
the evening, and the mob attacked the police 
station in an effort to free their comrades, 
4vurling missiles at the building and break- 
ing many windows. 

Several hundred persons were in the mob 
when the police were ordered to fire. At the 
first volley a number of men were seen to 
fall and the rioters temporerily withdrew. 
Three bodies were left behind and nine men 
were picked up so badly wounded they were 
hurried to the hospital. 

Later the mob reorganized and one of the

law: 

In case any of such owners or persons 
interested are non sul juris or in case any 
such owners or persons interested are un- 
known, proceedings may be had to eondemn 
their riparian richts, and the lands owned 
by them, or in which they may be inter- 
ested, according to the provisions of an act 
entitled an act to provide for the exercise 
of the right of eminent domain and amend- 
ments thereto.’ 

The result of the act, as framed, is that 
it puts park commissioners seeking to ex- 
tend parks for the benefit of the people at 
the mercy of the shore owners claiming ri- 
parian rights. It the park commiseioners 
wish to acquire the riparian or littoral rights, 
whatever the value of those may be, they 
must come to the terms of the adjacent 
owner, else no bargain can be made.“

“There has never been anything more 
scandalous,’ said l. Roosevelt, than the 
way the county machine is condusting this 
fight for President Taft in New York county. 
They first threw out all inspectors who were 
known to favor my candidacy, and I have 
just received word that the Roosevelt 
Watchers have been thrown out of the poil- 
ing places.” 


“Farce and Invalid.“ 

When the farcical nature of the primary 
became known the question of its validity 
immediately was raised. Lawyers who were 
consulted about the mixup were not sure that 
there was any remedy, although the susg- 
gestion was made that the legislature could 
appoint a new primary day. 

John H. Voorhis, state superintendent of 
elections, said that the situation was with- 
out precedent and he would not like to pass 
upon its legal aspects. 

Until every phase of the situation is pre- 
sented to me,” he sald, I would not care to 
make any comment. It is a very unusual 
situation. I have had reports by telephone 
from my inspectors and I will receive writ- 
ten reports tomorrow morning. Until I know 
absolutely what has happened I would not 
care to express an opinion as to the validity 
of the primary. Probably it will have to be 
determined by. the courts. With the facts in 
my poasession tonight, I should not care to 
suggest any remedy. Maybe legislation will 
be necessary.“ 


Polls Open Six Hours. 

The primaries opened at 3 p. m. and closed 
at 9. In one case on the west side the police 
officially reported that the ballots designed 
for use at eighteen polling places did not ar- 
rive until about 6 p. m., and in the three hour 
wait some early comers left the polls. There 
was further embarrassment because the 
green ballots for the Democratic primaries 
were delivered to many places instead of the 
Republican pink ones: In some instances the 
polls closed only about half an hour after they 
had opened on account of the delay in the de- 
livery of ballots. 

It was the first trial of the new primary law 
and the working of it had been looked to with 
special! interest on this account. Ballots in 
many of the districts ranged from ten to four- 
teen feet long and so great had been the 
haste to get them out that in some cases they 
were in sections, there having been lack of 
time to paste them together. 


Tangled in Long Ballots, 

While some of the ballots were only four 
feet long the majority ran ten feet, and the 
Democratic ballots in the Twenty-third as- 
sembly district were fourteen feet. In many 
polling places the voters had a tussle with 
these ballots before they could read and 
mark them, and in more than one instance 
voters got them tangled up around their feet 
and the pasted sections of the ballots came

Indianapolis, Ind., March 26.—(Special.]— 
Two sets of delegates at Jarge to the Repub- 
lican national convention at Chicago were 
chosen here today. 

One quartet, elected in the called state con- 
vention, is instructed to vote for the renom!- 
nation of President Taft. The contesting dele- 
gation bears the Roosevelt stamp. 

The Taft big four are ex-Vice Presidem 
Fairbanks, National Committee man Harry s 
New, ex-Congressman James E. Watson, and 
Joseph D. Olliver ot South Bend. 

The Roosevelt delegation includes ex-United 
States Senator Albert J. Beveridge, Edwin M. 
Lee of Lawrenceburg, chairman of the Roose- 
velt Indiana campaign committee; Charles F. 
Campbell of Shelbyville, and Frederick Lan- 
dis of Logansport. 

When the state convention was on the point 
of adjourning shortly before 1 o'clock the 
Roosevelt convention was quickly organized 
at one side of the big hall, with Alva O. Reser 
of Lafayette as chairman. A complete ticket 
was quickly named and the opposihg dele- 
gates passed out in an orderly manner. 


“Road Roller” Causes Split. 
Road roller methods, as they were de- 
scribed by Chairman Lee of the Roosevelt 
f{crces, were practiced by the Taft leaders 
in the convention and caused the split that 
resulted in the election of the contesting 
deleguticn 


The Rocsevelt leaders charge that the con- 


trol of the convention was wrested. from 
them by uhfair unseating of their members 
on the credentials and other committees. 

While the battle for control of the con- 
vention was absorbing the attention of the 
delegates a proposition was made to Harry 
S. New by Horace Süsel: to split the 
“big four in the interest of harmony 
equally between Taft and Roosevelt. Mr. 
New rejected the proposal which previously 
is sald to have been turned down at Wash- 
ington. 

After gaining the whip hand in the cre- 
dentilals committee, the Taft forces seated 
the contested delegation from Marion county 
(Indianapolis). This gave them the neces- 
sary votes to swing matters to the presi- 
dent's liking. Without the Marion county 
delegation, which it is alleged was elected 
at a primary surcharged with fraud, the 


Taft men could not have outvoted the Roose- 


velt supporters. 


Taft Men Win Test Vote. 

This was shown when the only test vote 
of the convention was taken. On a roll of 
the counties on the motion to table the 
minority credentials committee report the 
Taft forces won, T72 to 667, a majority ot 
105. Marion county voted 127 to 11 in favor 


of tabling the report. A major proportion | 


of the counties outside of Marion voted to 
sustain the minority membersup of the 
committee. 

No other roll calls were had. State Sena- 
tor W. R. Wood of Lafayette, who acted 
as both temporary and permanent chairman, 
gaveled through every other proposition on 
a viva voce vote over the repeated protests 
of the Roosevelt faction. 


Different resotutions were adopted by the |: 


6pposing bodies. The Taft declaration of 
principles condemns the initiative, refer- 
endum, ahd recall, urges the proper com- 
pensation of union veterans of the civil war, 
and pledges the delegation to the president. 
The Roosevelt supporters stood on the ml- 
nority report of the committee on resolu- 
tions, which merely pledges allegiance to the 
colonel’s cause. 


Lee Claimed a Majority. 


In explaining the action of the Roosevelt 


followers, Chairman Lee of the colonels 


caimpaign organization said: 1 


“We had a legal majority of 87 15-16 in 
the state convention. This majority was 
denied us by road roller methods in the cre- 
dentials and rules committees in unseating 
regularly elected members of those commit- 
tees.

Lennox of Cubs Intends Re-entry 
in Major League to Be Permanent. 


AGHVILLE, Tenn. March 26-—[8pe- 
cial.]—Leading the come back ma- 
jor league candidates of 1912 is Edgar 
Lennox of the Cubs, who has made 
himself first choice for third base by 
the earnestness of! him worl during! tha Chi- 
cago team’s il? fated training trip this spring. 

This will be Lennoz’s second job in the big 
leagues, and this one he intends to make per- 
manent if work counts for anything. On a 
trip like the one the Cubs have been up against 
thig spring work has been much less like play 
than under ordinary training trip conditions, 
and to duck hard work has been easier than 
| usual on account of the conditions that have 

prevailed so much of the time. 

Lennox has taken off over a dozen pounds 
ot flesh in spite of all handicaps and is down 
to playing weight right now. He has been 
one of the first men in uniform and one of the 
last out of it, no matter what kind of practice 
was ordered by the manager. 

Although Lennox has served two years in 
the National league already, this will be only 
his seventh year in professional baseball. He 
began with the Lancaster club of the Tri- 
State league in 1906 when that circuit was an 
“outlaw ” organization and was giving the 
national commission and minor league body 
all kinds of trouble. But Lennox was not aa 
“ outlaw player for all that. He was picked 
by the Lancaster team off the lots of his 
native city, Camden, N. J. Being a free agent 
and owing allegiance to no one but himself, 
he violated none of the edicts of organized 
baseball in casting his lot with Lancaster.

Lennox played only one year in Lancaster 
before he began to rise in his profession. At 
the end of 1906 he was grabbed by the Roches- 
ter club of the Dastern league and played 
there during 1907 and 1906 under the manage- 
ment of Al Buckenberger. The Rochester 
club then as now was affiliated closely with 
the Brooklyn club of the National league, and 


as son as Lennox was thought to be ripe for 


major league circles Buckenberger tipped 
him off to President Ebbets, who purchased 
him. " 

The third baseman made good in Brooklyn 
in 1900 and was regarded as a coming in-
